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THE EDITOR’S PAGE 





The tempo of activities during the summer months in 
Arizona continues to change.

Even 
the libraries feel the enlarged and continued demands for 
their books and services. I for one, say that the summers in 
Tempe provide our busiest season. Fortunately most li- 
brarians in Arizona do not object to their heavier loads and 
busier activities. As a group, the librarians of this state 
are devoted to their jobs and well adapted to their assign- 
ments. As dedicated public employees, the librarians stand 
out as one of the highest types of public servants, so when 
reading George Matthew Adams’ TODAY’S TALK: More 
and Better, I felt as though he were paying a tribute to our 
Association members: 


“A person’s attitude toward his work is everything. If he 
likes it and is inspired all the time to want to do better — 
and even give back a little more than he contracted for, he’s 
on the right track and no one should attempt to argue him 
away from it. 


“In every land there are those who are outstanding be- 
cause they keep giving just a little more, trying all the time 
to improve their lot by making each day’s work and job a 
little better. The noted and distinguished have always been 
men and women who kept looking and working toward an 
ideal and through one continuing purpose — by habitually 
giving more of themselves and doing their work in life a 
little better all the time. 


“We can well imagine that the one who has bet on a 
favorite horse and lost by a nose, would wish that his horse 
had had a bit longer nose! That little bit plays a big part 
in all of life. No matter where it is placed it is important. 
What a difference it makes with us, and with those whom 
we may serve, if we are glad and proud to give more of our- 
selves and our time than is expected of us.” 





While on the subject of our “labor of love,” it is interest- 
ing to note in remarks, cartoons, and both oral and written 
discussions, the general disgust of the population toward 
the typical slacker. A local newspaper recently printed the 
following: 


“TO ALL EMPLOYEES—Due to increased competition 
and keen desire to remain in business, we find it necessary 
to institute a new policy — effective immediately. 


“We are asking that somewhere between starting time 
and quitting time, and without infringing too much on the 
time usually devoted to lunch periods, coffee breaks, rest 
periods, story-telling, ticket-selling, vacation-planning, poli- 
ticking, and the rehashing of yesterday’s ball games, scan- 
dals, and television programs, that each employee endeavor 
to find some time that can be set aside and known as the 
‘WORK BREAK.’ 


“To some this may seem a radical innovation, but we 
honestly believe the idea has great possibilities. It can con- 
ceivably be an aid to steady employment, and it might also 
be a means of assuring regular pay checks. 


“While the adoption of the ‘WORK BREAK’ plan is not 
compulsory, it is hoped that each employee will find enough 
time to give the plan a fair trial. It is also hoped that those 
employees not in favor of adopting the ‘WORK BREAK’ idea 
will have fully completed their vacations.— The Manage- 
ment.” 


Administrators of Arizona libraries are very lucky that 
they do not face similar problems as the above “Manage- 
ment.” Head librarians can be grateful for their corps 
d’elite with esprit de corps. Blessed be the loyal and con- 
scientious employee, be he administrator, assisting librarian, 
clerk-typist, page or janitor. Together, they make our citi- 
zens and taxpayers proud of their Arizona libraries and their 
loyal staffs.

THE GADSDEN PURCHASE 


Reprinted from the 
Information Bulletin, Library of Congress 


v. 13, no. 26, June 28, 1954 


Correcting the Record — the Area of the Gadsden Pur- 
chase. The centennial of the Gadsden Purchase, the last 
addition to the territory of the continental United States, is 
being celebrated. James Gadsden (1788-1858), President 
Pierce’s Minister to Mexico, signed the treaty of cession at 
Mexico City on December 30, 1853, but the Senate substituted 
a somewhat different boundary line for that of the original 
treaty on April 25, 1854, and the treaty was not proclaimed 
until June 30, 1954. The United States paid 10 million dollars 
for a strip of land along its southwestern frontier that is now 
largely included in the State of Arizona and contains the 
city of Tucson. 


Those interested in the anniversary, which has been 
honored with a special postage stamp, have been consider- 
ably puzzled to find standard works of reference quite at 
variance concerning the area that the United States received 
for its money. The Statistical Abstract of the United States 
and other Government publications put the area of the Gads- 
den Purchase at 29,640 square miles, but the World Almanac, 
the Encyclopedia of American History, the Dictionary of 
American History, and a surprisingly large number of his- 
torical treatises and textbooks carry the figure of 45,535 
square miles — a discrepancy of 15,895 square miles or ap- 
proximately one-third of the larger figure. 


The Library was recently asked to state which of these 
figures is correct. It was first necessary to determine what 
were regarded as the boundaries of the Purchase, how the 
official measurement was arrived at, and what was the 
original source of the other figure. 


Concerning the boundaries, a source of confusion speed- 
ily became obvious: the Mexican-American boundary, after 
the Treaty of Guadelupe Hidalgo, which concluded the 
Mexican War in 1848, was never settled by the joint boun- 
dary commission, but, for the region between the Rio Grande 
and the Gila River, remained in dispute. The treaty itself 
had cited the faulty Disturnell map of Mexico (1847), and 
the American members of the commission had disagreed 
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among themselves on its interpretation. The northern boun- 
dary of the Gadsden Purchase must, therefore, be somewhat 
arbitrarily assigned. Its designation, for U. S. Government 
publications, seems to have been done in the Library of 
Congress, at a “Conference upon the Boundaries of the Suc- 
cessive Acquisitions of Territory by the United States,” in 
which the Department of State, the Coast and Geodetic 
Survey, the Geological Survey, the Census Office, and the 
Library participated, from November 1899 to January 1900. 
(U. S. 12th Census. Census Bulletin No. 74, July 20, 1901.) 
Here the northern boundary of the Purchase was set at the 
southern limit of the American claim before the Gadsden 
Treaty, or approximately 31° 52’ north latitude. The area 
of the purchase was determined by a further interagency 
“Conference respecting the Creation of the Public Domain 
and the Lands therein,” which reported early in 1912 (Frank 
Bond, Historical Sketch of “Louisiana” and the Louisiana 
Purchase, Washington, 1912, p. 12) ; its figure of 29,670 square 
miles was officially reduced by 30 in a remeasurement of 
1940. (Statistical Abstract of the United States, 1941.) 


The other, inflated, figure of 45,535 square miles has on 
the other hand been traced to a very respectable source, 
which is still included in several of the Library’s reference 
collections: Thomas Donaldson’s The Public Domain (Wash- 
ington, 1884). Here, in a very loosely worded statement on 
page 138, in which no boundaries are assigned, it appears as 
a mere estimate. 


Thus, the true figure, based upon calculations carefully 
checked on several occasions, is 29,640 square miles. The 
World Almanac, we are informed by its editor, will change 
to this figure in its next edition, and it may be hoped that 
a long chain of error will be terminated. Donald H. Mug- 
ridge.
